A former Philadelphia police of- 
ficer accused one of his ex-col- 
leagues Wednesday of lying un- 
der oath a decade ago in an effort 
to put rapper Meek Mill behind 
bars on drug and gun charges. 
In a sworn affidavit, Jerold Gib- 
son disputed the account of Mill’s 
arresting officer, Reggie Graham, 
the sole witness to testify against 
the rapper at his 2008 trial. 
Graham, Gibson said, falsely 
accused the then 19-year-old of 
pointing a gun at police as they 
attempted to arrest him outside 
of a suspected drug stash house 
in Southwest Philadelphia. 
Gibson’s sworn statement — 
only the latest to raise questions 
about Graham’s credibility — 
formed the basis Wednesday for
